Nebraska act were cordially approved, and 
the incorporation of moneyed associations 
to colonize Kansas denounced as an attempt 
to thwart the purposes of a constitutional 
enactment of Congress. All intention of 
interfering with actual settlers is disclaimed, 
but it is averred the fifty thousand slaves 
held in the eighteen border counties of Mis- 
souri would be valueless if Kansas were to 
become the abode of abolition fanatics.
